Fach year at the bugle call of the Confederacy it assembles 
for a few brief hours to do honor to a noble past and a 
glorious army, and then silently melts away to live only in 
the hearts and by the firesides of a true and faithful people. 
Who can measure its influence on the life of this country 
and the ideals of its people!

Directors held meetings, and the convention opened formally 
on Wednesday morning, May 8th, at 10 o'clock, with an 
invocation from Rev. J. L. McLees. An address of wel- 
come from the city was given by Mayor T. C. Doyle; from 
the City Federation of Women’s Clubs by Mrs. H. C. Wan- 
namaker, President; and Mrs. R. D. Wright, of Newberry, 
made the response. Mrs. Sligh, of Newberry, the Chair- 
man of the Credential Committee, reported 4 officers, 4 
chairmen and 69 delegates present, representing 47 clubs, 
making a total of 77 votes for this convention. As com- 


pared with former meetings, the attendance was small, Rock . 


Hill convention reporting 97 and Union 88 delegates. This 
difference in attendance was possibly due to the fact that. the 
_ Confederate Reunion was being held in Columbia at the 
same time. The President, Mrs. A. F. McKissick, presented 
a full report of the work accomplished by the Federation, its 
representation at the St. Paul Biennial; she reported $709.35 
in hand for the Industrial School fund, of which $330 was 
collected the past year; 8 new clubs admitted during the 
year: The School Improvement Association of South Caro- 
lina; ‘The Cultus Club of Sumter; The Stateburg School 
Improvement Association ; The Blue Flower Club, Wofford; 
The Nineteenth Century Club, Blacksburg; The Musical 
Club, Greenville; The Winthrop Daughters, Greenwood; 
and The Civic Association, Pickens; and 2 clubs resigned, 
making a present totab.of 70 clubs, representing 4,760 mem- 
bers. The following recommendations were made, and 
later on in the convention they were adopted: The calling 
of a meeting of the board of directors in October in Colum- 
bia during the annual State Fair, when with the advantage 
of reduced railroad rates a conference of several hours-can 
easily be held.

Mrs. Decker gave three 
reasons for women being opposed to deferation: absorption 
in church work, fear of publicity, especially in daily press, 
and the lack of obligation to clubs, as the original clubs 
had no definite purpose other than self-culture. Mrs. Decker 


showed that by federation club women had gained the out- 


door habit, necessitated by attending meetings; independ- 
ence in dress, and knowledge of State laws; while they had 
lost the crazy-quilt habit and given up the sewing society. 
The best gain was the comaraderie with men through their 
civic and legislative work. While recognizing the help that 
has been given club women by men, Mrs. Decker made a 
plea for a closer relation between men and women in the 
work for charitable institutions in charge of the State’s un- 
Mrs. Decker held the atten- 
tion of her audience by numerous humorous anecdotes. 
Miss Mary Poppenheim, Chairman of Reciprocity, then re- 
ported for her department, showing the Bureau to be in con- 
stant use; 50 appeals had been made upon the Bureau. and 
202 Mms. sent out; 50 year-books and papers had been re- 
ceived, making 158 year-books and 74 papers in the Reci- 
procity Bureau today. The Keystone acts as the Reci- 
procity Bureau, and all year books and Mms. are acknow- 
ledged in its columns each month. The Chairman also rec- 
ommended the addition of the department of Literature to 
that of Reciprocity and the setting aside a special evening at 
the next convention, when literature may have<some repre- 
sentation on the program, in conformity with the plans of 
the Literature Committee of the General Federation.

While recognizing the help that 
has been given club women by men, Mrs. Decker made a 
plea for a closer relation between men and women in the 
work for charitable institutions in charge of the State’s un- 
fortunate women and children. Mrs. Decker held the atten- 
tion of her audience by numerous humorous anecdotes. 
Miss Mary Poppenheim, Chairman of Reciprocity, then re- 
ported for her department, showing the Bureau to be in con- 
stant use; 50 appeals had been made upon the Bureau. and 
202 Mms. sent out; 50 year-books and papers had been re- 
ceived, making 158 year-books and 74 papers in the Reci- 
procity Bureau today. The Keystone acts as the Reci- 
procity Bureau, and all year books and Mms. are acknow- 
ledged in its columns each month. The Chairman also rec- 
ommended the addition of the department of Literature to 
that of Reciprocity and the setting aside a special evening at 
the next convention, when literature may have some repre- 
sentation on the program, in conformity with the plans of 
the Literature Committee of the General Federation. This 
recommendation was adopted, and at the next convention 
there will be a fine arts’ meeting or session, with a literary 
program, in charge of the Chairman of Reciprocity and 
Literature. 

Miss M. E. Klinck, Chairman of Kindergarten, reported 
in the afternoon session, calling upon the Kindergarten As- 
sociation for their reports immediately afterwards, thus con- 
centrating the idea and making the session very satisfactory. 
In the unavoidable absence of Mrs. Fant, Chairman of Civics 
and Foresty, her report was read by Mrs. Wright, of New- 
berry; this report stressed the points being emphasized bv 
the General Federation Civic Committee in regard to the 
work against tuberculosis, the mosquito, the house fly; the 
necessity for play grounds, planting trees and establish- 
ment of juvenile courts, free kindergarten and compulsory ~ 
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education. In the absence of Miss Waterhouse, Chairman 
of Arts and Handicraft, Mrs. Booth, of Chester, read the 
report which showed that the General Federation Art Gal- 
lery had been used by a number of towns in South Carolina, 
and which made a plea for contributions to the S. C. Feder- 
ation Art Gallery. Mrs. Gridley, Chairman of the Library 
Extension Department, made a plea for more books, report- 
ing 7,000 books now in the possession of the Federation. 
During the discussion of this department, Miss Mary Pop- 
penheim introduced a‘fésolution providing that the incom- 
ing Chairman should formulate plans:for securing a Library 
Commission, for South Carolina with the understanding 
tlfat the Federation will assist in carrying on its work, This 
resolution was unanimously adopted. Mrs. Grimball, 
_Chairman of the Domestic Science Department, made a 
plea for good housekeeping and domestic science in the pub- 
lic school, and. called the attention of club women to the 
quarterly pamphlet containing household receipts, which she 
and her committee prepare for publication at 40 cents a year. 
In’ the absence of Miss Brown, Chairman of Education, 
Miss Louisa B. Poppenheim read her report, which made a 
plea for the continued observance of educational day, with 
a special committee in each club for investigation, for an 
interest in the County normal schools, co-operation with the 
State authorities in establishing high schools, and a plea for 
compulsory education. Clubs were also urged to co-operate 
in the work of securing scholarships for our Federation, and 
in placing these scholarships. In the absence of Miss Van- 
der Host, Chairman of Civil Science Reform Committeee, 
her report was read urging women to investigate conditions 
in the eleemosynary institutions of the State, to co-operate in 
awarding a medal to school children for essays on Civil Ser- 
vice Reform, and to observe a part of one day’s program 
for this special subject. Dr. J. L. Mann made a strong plea 
for continued effort in behalf of the Industrial School by 
the Federation, explaining the reason of the delay in work. 
Dr. Mann is enthusiastic in his plans and ideals and gave 
practical information about the proposed plans. He urged 
all club women to get in touch with their representatives, and 
to ask their assistance in working for a State appropriation 
so that the work may begin, as 50 boys have already been 
found who should be sent to this school. This is now the 
main work of the Federation until the Industrial School is 
established and in working order. Many clubs reported 
contributions to the Federation Building, but still more is 
needed. 

The club reports were read at intervals between the reports 
of the departments, and as usual proved one of the most 
interesting features of the convention. It was greatly re- 
gretted that there were no representatives from Union, Lan- 
caster, Laurens and Darlington. 

The Treasurer’s report showed $215.65 received, $84.33 
expended, and a balance of $131.32 on hand. |

HE ninth annual convention of the Mississippi Federa- 

gy tion of Women’s Clubs convened in Meridian April 
16-18. The spacious Elks’ Home, which was so 
generously tendered the city federation was tastefully deco- 
rated throughout and a committee of the lodge members 
were present to render any needed assistance. The opening 
session was held Tuesday evening, and despite the down- 


-pour of rain, necessitating a postponement of the opening 


hour, the delegates were there in large numbers and the pre- 
arranged program suffered only slight change. Dr. Bu- 
chanan introduced the speakers of the evening, first of whom 
was Miss Margaret Rondebush, who welcomed the Federa- 
tion on behalf of the city clubs. She spoke of the weighty 


_ responsibility resting on the women of helping form the 


public sentiment of our country, and stressed’ the unparal- 
leled opportunities of the day. She touched lightly on some 
stirring events in the history of the State. Dr. J. C. Fant, 
superintendent of the city schools, extended the welcome on 
the part of the city. He declared that Mississippi was a 
glorious State because of her glorious women. He cited the 
fact that she was among the first to grant property rights 
to women, and first in establishing an industrial school for 
women. Inthe absence of Mrs. Horace Marshall, of Vicks- 
burg, Mrs. Daisy Buck Lamkin, of Friars Point, responded 
for the Federation, voicing the true federation spirit. An 
informal reception was enjoyed at the conclusion of’ the 
program. 

The business session of the convention opened promptly 
at 10 o’clock on Wednesday, the President, Mrs: Robert 
Jones, in the chair. The invocation was delivered by Rev. 
J. E. Carpenter, of the M. FE. Church, South. This was 
followed by the Federation song. In absence of the Record- 
ing Secretary, Mrs. Daisy Buck Lamkin was appointed Sec- 
retary pro tem. The Chairman of the Credentials Com- 
mittee reported forty-nine delegates present. Letters were 
read by Corresponding Secretary from Mrs. Sarah. Platt 
Decker, President of the General Federation, congratulating 
the State on the splendid gain which she had made during 
the past year, and from nine State Federations: also ftom 
Miss Poppenheim. 

In the President’s annual address she acknowledged the 
aid of the press through the years of her administration, 
and complimented the club women for their “unswerving 
loyalty and active co-operation.” She stated that education 
was the main purpose of’ the Mississippi Federation. A 
rising vote of thanks extended President. 

The Corresponding Secretary reported thirty letters writ- 
ten and fifty invitations sent to State Federations, 


The Treasurer’s report showed thirty-four clubs feder- 
ated. Nine clubs have sent scholarship fund. Balance in 
treasury, $126.20. 

The reports of Recording Secretary, Mrs. S. J. Stdsdloves 


and Mrs. E. C. Coleman, manager of Mississippi column 


for The Keystone, the official organ, were read. 
Miss Marie Henry, of Jackson,, Chairman of Music Com- 


mittee, and Miss Bessie Lemly, of Jackson, Chairman of © 


Art Department, made their reports 

The report on Civics and Forestry was made by Mrs. 
Albert Anderson, the Chairman. This was followed by a 
general discussion, which elicited some amusing as well as 
encouraging experiences. 

West Point reported a house to house canvass, urging 


householders to make their yards, public squares and church . 


yards attractive. Prizes are given for most attractive yards 
and to children for best kept flower beds. They also declare 
that “bill boards must go.” 

Durant after discouragements has procured a man, boy 
and broom, and means to have back yards and allies kept 
clean. 

An unusual but delightful departure was the serving of 
the noon lunch at the Grand Avenue Hotel. 

The report of organizers showed three clubs organized 
during the year. The clubs reported in alphabetical order, 
showing great improvement. The trolley ride, which was 
scheduled for 4 o’clock, was postponed on account of rain. 
In the evening a delightful reception was held at the home 
of Mrs. Floyd. 


Thursday morning session was opened with prayer by 
Rev. Mr. Green, and a piano solo by Miss Henning. 

The Legislative Committee, of which Mrs. B. F. Small, 
of Vicksburg, is Chairman, reported efforts in behalf of 
child labor law and industrial training in schools. The 
child labor question aroused intense interest and lively dis- 
cussion. Mrs. Hebron, of Vicksburg, spoke vigorously for 
anti-child labor legislation, as did Mrs. Conant, of Brook- 
haven. Mrs. Lee, of Jackson, also spoke on this subject. 

The report of Home Economics was maie by Mrs. J. R. 


Granberry, Chairman, urging the teaching of household: 


economics in the schools, and that this study be adopted as 
part of local club work. She also made a stirring appeal 
for the better care of children. 


The report of Education Committee, Mrs. Mecklenberger, 
Chairman, showed five scholarships of $25.00 each placed 
this year, two in Holly Springs and three in I. I. & C. Col- 
lege, Columbus. Letters from recipients were read. Clubs 
were urged to send money early in the year. Clubs were 


also asked to send books and magazines to rural schools. 
- Discussion arose as to how girls should be chosen. Mrs. 


Kohn, of Brookhaven, suggested lending rather than giving 
money. This precipitated animated discussion. It was de- 
cided that each contributing club: stipulate whether the 
money it sends be given or lent. Meridian led the educa- 
tional contribution, with a scholarship of $500.00 given by 
one lady. 

Mrs. W. C. White, of West Point, gave a fine talk on 
“In what way can our club women best advance the educa- 
tional interests of Mississippi ?”’ 
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Report of Library Extension Committee, through Mrs. 
C. L. Anderson, Chairman, showed Kosciusko and Hazle- 
hurst in advance, the former with ten and the latter with 
five travelling libraries.

HE Florida State Legislature of 1907 have put them- 
+ selves on record as opposed to child labor, and trom 
this time on the statute book of the state will have 
a child labor low in average merit, good. True, the age limit 
was dropped to twelve rather than fourteen in original bill. 
We must now be ready in 1909 to restore that two years 
and meantime to watch, each one in their own locality, that 
the law does not become a dead letter through lack of proper 
inspection and callousness of mind for children’s welfare. 

A boas meeting was held at Gainesville, the fiome of our 
Hosten Club, for the convention of 1907. This meeting 
occurred on April 22d, and it was then decided to hold 
convention, beginning with an informal reception, Tuesday 
evening, November 19th, on November 20th and 2\1st.

By combining forces with 

the State Federation of Labor and Woman’s Christ- 

ian Temperance Union, they presented a petition to the 

Governor, signed by all the prominent business men of 

Tampa, praying that the children be protected and a com- 
pulsory education law be enacted. 

THE WINTER'S work of the Club of Current Events, 
Tampa, has been rich in results. ‘The club made much of 
the “Art Loan” by having an exhibition, charging a small 
fee and giving the proceeds to the public schools. The 
Educational Rally was enthusiastically received. Topics, 
Compulsory Education, A Suitable High-school Curriculum, 
Juvenile Court and Effect of Environment on the Child, 
were ably presented to the large audience present. They 
have a plan or foot to have built for Florida a “Hall of 
Fame.” ‘This Hall of Fame is intended to have placed 
therein the names and busts of men and women who have 
risen, or may rise, to distinction in Florida. 

THE: WoMAN’s Town Improvement Association of De 
Funiak Springs, not long federated, with a membership of 
60, is a live, progressive club. The parks, depot grounds, 
libraries and cemetery have been looked after and greatly 
improved under their care. A series of articles on compul- 


sory education is being written by a club member and pub- 


lished in a local paper. In this way they hope to influence 
public sentiment in favor of this all-important question.

HE fifth annual convention of the North Carolina 
py Federation of Women’s Clubs, held in Wilmington, 
April 23-25, was in many respects the best and most 
inspiring in the history of the organization. ‘The Federa- 
tion is getting into better shape for work, and the work is 
attaining more definite results through the improved ma- 
chinery of the Federation. More than any previous con- 
vention this has impressed one with the inspiring and prac- 
tical value of federation, and has put new enthusiasm into all 
the members present. The first meeting, called Tuesday, 
April 23, at 12 M., was a conference of the Executive Board, 
held at the home of Miss M. L. Gibson, Second Vice-Presi- 
dent, after which Miss Gibson entertained the members of 
the board and several chairmen of departments at a delight- 
ful luncheon. The first session of the general convention, 
held in the Masonic Temple, was opened at 4 P. M., with 
an invocation by Mrs. A. T. Howell, Jr. Miss M. L. Gib- 
son, President of the N. C. Sorosis, then extended a most 
cordial welcome to the Federation in the name of the home 
club. This address was responded to for the Federation by 
Miss Adelaide Fries, of Winston-Salem. 


To the deep regret of all club members, the President, 
Mrs. J. T. Alderman, was unable on account of illness to 
be present. In her absence the First Vice-President very 
gracefully and efficiently filled the chair. Her address was 
full of suggestion and showed a deep insight into the con- 
dition and needs of the Federation. 


The Charlotte Woman's Club made the presentation of a 
gavel to the N. C. Federation, through Mrs. J. W. Miller, 
of Charlotte. This beautifully made and inscribed gavel 
is of the famous Mt. Vernon cherry wood. It was grace- 
fully accepted on behalf of the Federation by Mrs. D. Y. 
Cooper, of Henderson. | 


The address of the afternoon was delivered by Dr. Delia 
Dixon-Carroll, of Raleigh, who spoke forcibly on the sub- 
ject “Woman in Civics and the Home.” Dr. Dixon-Carroll 
impressed her hearers with the great need of woman’s work 
along these lines and with the possibilities for improving 
conditions that such work holds. 


The reports of the Federation officers showed progress in 
the Federation during the past year. The Secretary re- 
ported the total number of clubs federated 33. The three- 
minute reports of club Presidents were, as usual, interesting, 
and showed marked improvement over previous years’ 
reports in the scope of work done. They show a growing 


tendency on the part of smaller clubs to broaden out into 
departmental work, and of self-culture clubs to add some 
altruistic feature to their program. 


Following the general morning session came a meeting 
of Directors. It was voted that, according to the sugges- 
tion of the First Vice-President, a Literature Department 
be. created, that the work of the strictly study clubs might 
be included in a Federation Department and be directed by 
one head. It was also decided to appoint a General Feder- 
ation Secretary, whose work has previously fallen upon the 
Corresponding Secretary. The Directors also endorsed the 
movement to establish a Mrs. Stonewall Jackson Scholar- 
ship at the Salem Academy and College, and authorized the 
President to appoint a committee from the Federation to co- 
\gperate with the Winston-Salem Committee and the 
Daughters of the Confederacy. This Federation Commit- 
tee, as later appointed, consists of Mrs. Martin Willard, of 
Wilmington; Mrs. Leo Heartt, of Raleigh; and Mrs. I. W. 
Faison, of Charlotte. 


The report 6n Library Extension, by Mrs. S. Weil, of 
Goldsboro, Chairman of the Committee, proved very inter- 
esting, and the discussion was very profitable. 

The report of Mrs. F. L. Stevens, Raleigh, Chairman of 
the Education Department, followed by full discussion, con- 
tained many valuable suggestions. The plea came from 
various quarters for help from the club women to the coun- 
try school and school teacher. | 

After the adjournment of the meeting, the delegates and 
their hostesses took a delightful trolley ride to Wrightsville 
Beach, where they were entertained at the Carolina Yacht 
Club. In the evening the Federation was entertained by the 
N. C. Sorosis at a musicale in the Wilmington City Library. 
This is the library in establishing which the N. C. Sorosis 
did much valiant work, and of which they feel justly proud.

noke;the Century Club, Winchester. Delegates from other 
clubs had not the power to act for their organizations. It 
‘was decided to allow clubs represented in the convention by 
delegates or reports to become charter members in the Vir- 
ginia’ Federation, provided their decision to federate was 
made within a month after the convention. 


- The reports from clubs excited much interest, especially 
the library work done by Montvale, Bedford City and Taze- 
well. The Wednesday Afternoon Club has undertaken to 
secure a public library for Danville. The Civic Betterment 
Club has in a few months done much to stop the overcrowd- 
_ ing of schools and to increase the salaries of teachers in 
Roanoke. The Century Club, of Winchester, is interested 
in child labor. The Van Dyke League, of Lynchburg is 
bettering the housing and other conditions affecting women, 
especially those without home ties. ‘The Woman’s Club, of 
Lynchburg, has accomplished some good work in civics; has 
recently brought a fine exhibit of American paintings to its 
town, and has been a factor in other educational lines. All 
the clubs are making educational and cultural efforts. It 
was inspiring to hear that so much had been done, as it gives 
promise of greater results in the future. 


One of the most interesting features of the convention 
was the discussion of the lines of work and the report made 
by the Lines of Work Committee. The report is given in 
full below. 


To the Virginia Federation of Women’s Clubs: 

Your Committee on Lines of Work begs leave to report that in the 
light of the discussion of yesterday, it would recommend that the 
strength of the Virginia Federation be given to the cause. of woman’s 
education: along both cultural and philanthropic lines. That the work be 
developed under strong standing committees having charge of the follow- 
ing divisions: 

Art. 

. Civics, 

. Forestry. 

. Industrial Education and the Home. 
. Library Extension and Literature. 
Music. 

. Reciprocity. 

We would further recommend that the committees in charge of sage 
division be chosen from the clubs giving the most time to work in that 
department, and that these committees be requested, in the development 
of their respective departments, to bear in mind the needs of the poor 
white girls of the State and the responsibility for them imposed upon us 
by our greater opportunities. 


For the Civics Committee, we would recommend that they arrange a 
course of study covering the legal history of women and all laws of 
Virginia affecting women and children, and the course of education, and 
all those bearing directly upon the work undertaken by this Federation.

Cordial greetings were presented by the Colonial Dames, 
the D. A. R., and the Daughters of the Confederacy. The 
convention adjourned at 1 o’clock to meet at the call of the 
Executive Committee. The delegates then visited Ran- 
dolph-Macon Woman’s College, the splendid college of 
which Lynchburg is justly proud. 

It was a little band that assembled in a big hall to discuss 
the question at issue. Not every one came feeling that 
federation was a wise thing for her club; some did not even 
believe in women’s clubs. Not one woman was there, how- 
ever, who had not come to learn for herself and her club. 
and to profit by what others thought and said about federa- 
tion. 

The enthusiasm and experience of Miss Poppenheim, her 
accounts of results accomplished by federation; the happy 
illustrations, humorous and pathetic, of Mrs. Decker, her 


broad sympathy and large-heartedness won all to the feder- 
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ation cause. No woman went away feeling otherwise than 
that women’s.clubs are doing service in womanly, conscien- 
tious ways; that they are a mighty power for good; that 
women have no right to neglect so great opportunities for 
helpfulness. Mrs. Decker said that the Colorado Federa- 
tion had made it possible for her to put her hand upon at 
least one good woman in every community, whether in poor- 
est mining camp or wealthiest city, who could be counted on 
for faithful service in any work for the uplift of her State. 
The spirit of the convention was fine—open-mindedness, 
good humor, eagerness to act wisely and well, earnestness— 
characterized the meeting. Several women have said that 
no one could have attended its sessions without feeling that 
she wanted to be better and to do better—to do her share 
of social service.

| The Federation Bulletin, “the official organ” of the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, according to agreement at the St. Paul Biennial, sends 
out to all sectional “oficial organs,’ each month, advance sheets of the 
official General Federation news, which it has received for publication. 
The following are official items for June. ] 


HE, Councir of the General Federation of Women’s 
A Clubs met at the Inside Inn, The Jamestown E.xposi- 
tion, on June 4th-7th. The Corresponding Secre- 

tary reported that through a system of card registration 
there were recorded 169 club women present, representing 
twenty-nine states. Among this number were all the offi- 
cers and members of the board of directors except Mrs. 
Orr, of Ohio, who was detained at home by illness; seven 
chairmen of standing committees, twenty state Presidents. 
five federation secretaries, and a representation from the 
Society of American Women in London. There was an 
informal meeting on the evening of June 4th, presiled over 
by Mrs. Decker, where the topic for discussion was : Experi- 
ences, Impressions and Criticisms of the St. Paul Biennial. 
The morning session of June 5th, was formally opened with 
an invocation, the Federation hymn, “Blest be the tie that 
binds,” and greetings from Mrs. Decker. The address of 
welcome from Miss Gatewood, President of the Woman's 
Club of Norfolk, was cordial, brief and to the point; Mrs. 
May Alden Ward responded for the Federation in a most 
graceful and scholarly address, touching on the historic sur- 
roundings of the occasion, and stressing the unity of Ameri- 
can life and aspirations. Resolutions of respect in memory 
of Mrs. Lydia P. Williams, of Minnesota, and Miss Mary 
M. Abbott, of Connecticut, were then presented by the 
board of directors, after which the plans of the standing 
committees were presented by their chairmen for discussion. 
The Educational Committee’s plan, as advised by its late 


chairman, the lamented Miss Abbott, was presented by Mrs. 
P. N. Moore, and was as follows: 

That the%ix national organizations of women wofRing in 
behalf of education, ask the aid of the National Educational 
Association in collecting and publishing a set of complete 
and simplified statistics, showing how the various a 
compare with each other in regard to the following five prin- 
ciples, namely: First, that the educational advantages of all 
children inevery part of the United States be equalized, and 
that all the children shall be educated; second, that suitable 
school buildings should be provided; third, that teachers 
should be thoroughly trained and adequately paid; fourth, 
that schools should be under expert supervision, and fifth, 
that school work should result for the child in knowledge, 
efficiency and character. 


And also that a committee be appointed to present the 
question of affiliation at the Los Angeles meeting of the 
N. E. A., requesting the organization of a special department 
in the National Educational Association, to be known as the 
Educational Department of the National Organizations of 
Women, in order that by meeting each year with their pro- 
fessional body, these national societies of women may co- 
operate more successfully with each other and with the edu- 
cators of the country in bringing the home and the school 
into more helpful relation. . 


Mrs. Rieder, representing the Sogiety of American 
Women in London, spoke in behalf of the scholarships for 
American girls in England. She presented the plans of 
Dean Gill, of Barnard, for the requirements for these 
scholarships; two years’ training at least in a college, were 
advised, and that the fund available for the scholarship 
should be $1,500 per annum; that the girl should be nineteen 
years of age, and should be allowed to hold the scholarship 
for three years. Special stress was laid upon the necessity 
for maturity in the candidates. Mrs. Squire Potter, of the 
University of Minnesota, and student at Cambridge, Eng- 
land, spoke most enthusiastically and convincingly of the 
value of English scholarships in the developing afid broad- 
ening of the American girl. Missouri and New Jersey at 
this session pledged $100 each towards the Federation 
scholarship at an English university. The library extension 
committee’s report, in the absence of its chairman, Mrs. 
Broomhall, was presented by Mrs. W. A. Johnson, of Kan- 
sas. This committee advises the establishment of scholar- 
ships in library schools to train women to aid in library 
administration; that federations work for library laws in 
their states; the establishment of public libraries and an 
endeavor to assist the Bureau of Information in collecting 
books to be used for reference. It also advised the estab- 
lishment of magazine centers in rural and mining centers. 
and that magazines be cut apart and arranged in complete 
stories for distribution in hospitals. The art committee, 
through Mrs. Sherwood, its chairman, reported that the 
traveling art gallery had visited 230 towns in 23 States; 
ar leading with 28 towns; Georgia 11, South Carolina 

, North Carolina 8, Florida 5, Virginia 4, and that from 
ea galleries 27 paintings and 11 etchings had been sold. 


The foresty committee, through its chairman, Mrs. Peter- 
son, reported the fact that they had arranged so that Enos 
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Mills could be secured, with the expense of local entertain- 
ments alone, to lecture on foresty to all clubs and federa- 
tions desiring him. Mrs. Peterson also stressed the value of 
trained foresters toacommunity. The literature committee, 
through its Chairman, Miss Poppenheim, reported that the 
four model programs had been prepared and over eleven 
hundred had already been distributed. This committee 
urged departments of literature in State Federations; nine- 
teen Federations already have such departments, and fifteen 
Federations have it in combination with other departments ; 
they advise literary sessions at State conventions, and they 
publish each month a bibliography of suggested reading for 
general culture in the General Federation’s official club notes. 
Miss Stearns}; of Wisconsin, has made a library of reference 
books on the model program, ‘I'welve Famous Novels,” 
issued by this committee and has donated it to the Bureau of 
Information, from whence it may be secured by clubs on 
application. The outlook committee’s report, in the absence 
of Mrs. Fletcher, was made by Mrs. Shiek, the board mem- 
ber, and this report stressed the preservation of the white 
heron. The interfederation committee’s report was made 
by Mrs. Philip Carpenter, who urged the grouping of state 
meetings and an exchange of State presidents, and advised 
the State Federations to form their state committees along 
the lines of the General Federation’s standing committees. 


The Council passed resolutions requesting that State 
Federations make some effort in future to issue their year 
books in a uniform size, so that they may be filed more 
easily. The Illinois year book for 1907 was recommended 
as a suitable model in this matter. 


The legislative committee’s report, in the absence of the 
chairman, Mrs. Kehew, was read by Mrs. Carpenter. ‘This 
report advised federations to confine their legislative efforts 
to those measures which would secure free art, the preser- 
vation of the Appalachian forests and the investigation of 
the industrial condition of women and children in the United 
States. The household economic committee, through Mrs. 
Blair, its chairman, made an appeal for harmonious home 
decorations and personal dress, and Mr. Henry T. Bailey’s 
address on Beauty in Common Things, was a splendid 
exposition of how such results might be attained. The 
industrial and child labor committee’s report, by its chair- 
man, Mrs. Clarence Burns, showed that the child labor laws 
needed enforcement now that they existed, and urged women 
to work for factory inspectors and the regulation of night 
working hours. The States were requested to also collect 
statistics on the labor conditions of women and children, 
and a list of questions on this subject will be furnished those 
interested, on application to this committee. 


The pure food committee, in the absence of Mrs. Miller, 


its chairman, was reported by Mrs. Whitmore, of Colorado. 
This report urged the uniting of forces with medical socie- 
ties, and stressed the necessity of a clean milk supply. Mrs. 
F.vans, of Oregon, spoke in connection with this committee’s 
wwork on the matter of short weights, and showed how the 
consumer lost if care was not taken to look into the weight 
of packages of food stuffs offered for sale. The civics 


matter contained in its circular sent out in May, advocated 
all work for the extermination of the mosquito, preventive 
measures for tuberculosis, and the establishment of juvenile 
courts and free kindergartens. A plea was also made for 


municipal art committées to be responsible for the artistic 


style and grouping of public buildings and monuments. 

The civil service reform committee’s report, from its 
chairman, Miss Clark, plead for higher responsibilities from 
citizens, which was in reality true patriotism. 

In the absence of Mrs. Bushnell, the chairman, there was 
no report from the reciprocity committee, and the bureau 
of information, through Mrs. Wood, made a report which 
requested more donations of year books, programs and 
books. Mrs. Carpenter, the General Federation represen- 
tative at the Peace Congress in New York, in April, re- 
ported the resolutions adopted there, and these resolutions 
were endorsed by the Council. The biennial committee, 
through the chairman, Mrs. Pennypacker, and with Miss 
Bacon’s co-operation, reported that the biennial would open 
in Boston, Monday night, June 22d, 1908, with a concert 
given by the Symphony Orchestra; the second evening 
would be given to addresses of welcome; the biennial would

This was followed by an address on “True Patriotism,” by 
Mrs. A. S. Buchanan, of Memphis, Tenn., who showed that 
there may be vast depths of true patriotism displayed in 
days of peace and prosperity and in the busy marts of life, as 
well as in the times of war’s alarms. Miss Jane Brownlee 
then told of what could be accomplished in the way of moral 
education of children in the public schools.

There were a number of 
“federated husbands,”’ who came also, which is a fine indi- 
cation. ‘This word is to express gratitude for very friendly 
message, every kind thought, every pleasant greeting, and 
to say that there is never a month, or a day, in the whole 
year when there is not a warm welcome in the heart of the 
President for any word or sign from the members of the 
Federation. Many year books from Federations and clubs 
have been received, but not acknowledged, orf account of 
lack of time and pressure of work. There is such a marked 
advance in the appearance and contents of the year books, 
that it is cause for encouragement. It may be impossible 
for the States to adopt a regulation style of year book, but 
it would greatly facilitate the preservation of these records. 
As at present published, some of the annuals are very large, 
others correspondingly small. There must always be a dif- 
ference in thickness and bulk, but in width, length, color and 
general appearance conformity would enable each state 
president to have an easily preserved file of state books. 


Will the state presidents take this under consideration? 
Several letters have been received asking questions of this 
sort: Should the club work continue throughout the suinmer 
months? Should there be regular progranr meetings all the 
year? In some states, these questions are determined by 
conditions of climate, but generally, there are two regularly 
accepted vacation months, July and August. Much com- 
mittee work must be finished in June, the programs, year 
books, &c., but the busy house mother and club woman 
should take time during July and August to “loaf and invite 
her soul.” If there must be meetings, hold them out of 
doors, and study “Foresty” and “Civics.” Take a bit of 
time in the afternoon or evening to sit on the lawn with the 
children and talk about the birds and trees and insects. 


A remark by a noted foreigner, on the occasion of his first 
visit to this country, that we are so solemn and silent in our 
holiday season, suggests this thought, Why not inaugurate 
a plan of singing together this summer—singing as we ride, 
as we picnic, at our clubs and all along the way? Even 
“poor music” is refreshing and inspiriting. Singing takes 
the cobwebs out of the brain, and the load from the heart. 
Who will ever forget the glorious chorus at the St. Paul 
Biennial, who sang “All de world am sad and weary,” and 
how it rolled and swelled as we joined in “Home, Sweet 
Home.” We came heart to heart in those moments. Could 
we not teach our children the songs our mothers taught us? 


Let us have a summer of singing, and teach these coming 
Federation women the sweet melodies of our time, “My Old 
Kentucky Home,” “Hurrah for Old New England and Her 
Cloud Capped Granite Hills,” “Way Down Upon the Swa- 
nee River,” that ringing song of “Illinois,” “Columbia, the 
Gem of the Ocean,” “Song of a Thousand Years,” “The 


Old Oaken Bucket,” and our ever loved “Annie Laurie.”’ 


Then let us ask Madam Chairman of the Program Commit- 

tee to give us an hour of singing together at the Boston 

Biennial, next June, because we will all be in fine voice. |

- one of the greatest, if not the decisive battle of the 
War between the States. The bullet that struck down that 
matchless leader, Gen. Albert Sydney Johnston, turned one 
of the most overwhelming victories of modern wartare into 
defeat; the Southern Confederacy-tottered, and the way 
for Grant and Appomattox was opened.

The United Daughters of the Confederacy, feeling that 
love for the South and loyalty to the men who bravely 
fought and nobly died for right and principle demand that 
a fitting memorial to all Confederate soldiers should be 
placed on this battlefield made forever glorious by their 
achievements, have undertaken the work of erecting in the 
Shiloh National Military Park a monument that shall tell

ALABAMA—The eleventh annual convention of the Ala- 
bama Division U. D. C. was held at Sheffield, May 7th-9th, 
the hostesses being the chapters at Florence, Sheffield and 
Tuscumbia. The attendance was the best in the history of 
the Division, and the meeting was epoch marking in that’ 
the Alabama monument at Shiloh was unveiled during the 
convention. ‘This monument is one of two Confederate 
monuments on this battlefield, where forty thousand men in 
gray made a record for Southern manhood for all time. It 
is a shaft of Vermont granite, fifteen feet high, surmounted 
by a pyramid of cannon balls, and cost $3,000, which funds 
were collected by the Alabama Division U. D. C. as an 
organization. The pilgrimage from Sheffeld, sixty miles, 
by special train and boat, was made by the members of the 
U. D. C. Convention, and about three hundred people. The 
President General of the U. D. C., Mrs. Henderson, of Mis- 
sissippi, Mrs. Virginia Clay-Clopton, and Mrs. R. W. 
McKenny, President the Kentucky Division U. D. C.. were 
among the prominent Confederate women present. The 
site of the monument is on the highest point of the hattle- 
field, well in the Union lines, and marks the spot where the 
greatest number of Alabamians fought and were in position 
when the surrender occurred, April 6th. Four Alabama 
regiments were here. The exercises of the unveiling were 
presided over by Dr. Thomas Owens, Secretary of the De- 
partment of History and Archives of Alabama, and the 
monument was received by Col. Cornelius Cadle, the head 
of the National Shiloh Park Commission, and his Confeder- 
ate associate on the commission, General Basil Duke. Mrs. 
Joseph Thompson, President of the Alabama Division U. 
D. C., made a suitable address, and the division rejoices 
now in the completion of a work which will be an inspira- 
tion ‘to other states. Besides the unveiling of the monu- 
ment on the first day of the convention, much excellent work 
was accomplished by the U. D. C. of Alabama. ‘The Divis- 
ion established a scholarship of $100 yearly at either Auburn 
or Tuscumbia for a boy of Confederate descent, appointed 
a new Monumental Committee to look into the matter of 
state monuments in National Park Battlefields, and to make 
investigations of historic spots in Alabama. All proxies in 
the Alabama Division Conventions were abolished, and the 
Recorder of Crosses of Honor was made an officer. 
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The evening literary session was especially interesting, 
and was in charge of the able and accomplished State His- 
torian, Mrs. Harvey Jones. The subjects treated were: 
Campaign in the Tennessee Valley; Talk on the Days of 
the Confederacy ; poem, “Where is the Line of Dixie Land ?”’ 
and solo, “Immortals,” a Confederate anthem. 

The children’s chapters in the Alabama Division number 
twenty-three, and three State prizes are offered for work 
among these enthusiastic little bands. 

Mrs. Thompson’s term of office having expired by limit 
of the constitution, Mrs. Chas. G. Brown, of Birmingham, 
was elected president. This division is one of the best 
organized and most active of the U. D. C., and reflects great 
credit on the wise and conservative administration of its 
retiring President. 


NortTH CAROLINA—At the lenwasy meeting of the John- 
ston Pettigrew Chapter U. D. C., the President, Mrs. Leo 
D. Heartt, reported that the furnishing of the second room 
at the Soldiers’ Home, in Raleigh, which had been-under- 
taken by the chapter, was completed. The arrangements 
for proper observance of the centennial anniversary. of Gen. 
Lee’s birthday, January 19th, were discussed, and a commit- 


tee appointed to attend to the matter. Subsequently the" ~ 


committee invited Judge James C. MacRae, Dean of the 


University Law School, and a veteran of the war, to deliver: 


an address on that occasion, which invitation was accepted. 
The exercises on the 19th were’held in the hall of represen- 
tatives, and the large audience was in thorough sympathy 
with the orator and his theme, while he rendered a fitting 
tribute to the great Confederate General. 


A message had been received from Col. J. Bryan Grimes, 
Secretary of State, suggesting that this chapter provide a 
banner in honor of General Pettigrew, to be used by the 
veterans of this city at their approaching reunion at Rich- 
mond, Va. The idea was favorably received, and at the 
February meeting, a committee was appointed to find out 
what the cost would be of such a banner. 

An appeal was received by the chapter for a contribution 
in aid of the erection of a monument to the Hon. George 
Davis, of Wilmington, N. C., late Attorney General of the 
Confederate States. This was liberally responded to. 

At the next meeting of the chapter, the committee brought 
in their report in reference to the projected banner, and 
after discussion it was decided to authorize the same com- 
mittee to order one for the purpose before mentioned. It 
is to be of white silk, 36 by 42 inches, and to have red and 
gold lettering. A likeness of General Johnston Pettigrew 
will occupy the center with the name of the chapter, and 
the words, “Farthest at Gettysburg,” around it. <A fringe 
of bullion finishes the lower edge, and it is suspended from 
an ebony staff nine and a half feet, surmocintert by a gilt 


spearhead. 


This suggestion of Col. Grimes is a fortunate one for our 
chapter, and will bring into notice one of the largest of our 


-U. D. &. organizations.

"THE CONFEDERATED SOUTHERN MEMORIAL Association, 


representing seventy memorial associations, met in Rich- 
mond, Va., May 30th-June 3d; the President, Mrs. W. J. 
Behan, of Louisiana, presiding. There weer forty-nine 
delegates and twenty-six alternates in attendance. 

The President, in her annual address, recommended for 
the coming year that junior memorial associations be organ- 
ized, that an effort be made to make June 3d, Memorial Day 
throughout the South, and that June 3d, 1908, the centen- 
nial of the birth of Jefferson Davis, be celebrated by all 
memorial associations with special and elaborate ceremo- 
nial. Memorial associations were urged to push the matter 
of the sale of the book, “History of Memorial Associations,”’ 
published two years ago by this association, the price being 
$1.35 delivered. Every State was urged to try to raise 
funds for a State window in Blanford Church, Petersburg, 
Va. Each State Vice-President was requested to bring to 


the next convention — Ala., 1908), a definite 


description of her state flag. 

The attendance at one of the sessions of Mrs. Margaret 
Jefferson Davis Hayes and Mrs. Virginia Clay-Clopton, 
with addresses from these two distinguished Confederate 
women, added much to the interest of the convention. 

The topic of special interest which was discussed at this 
time was the resolution which was passed requesting that the 
Veterans, the Daughters of the Confederacy and the Sons of 
Veterans to appoint a committee to confer with a committee 
from the Confederated Southern Memorial Association as 
to a suitable method by which the United States Government 
might be requested to restore to its original place on Cabin 
John Bridge, Washington, D. C., the name of Jefferson 
Davis, from which place it had been removed ‘during the 
War between the States. This bridge at the time of its erec- 
tion, was considered the longest single arch bridge in the 
world, and was built under the administration of Jefferson 
Davis as Secretary of War of the United States. 

The hospitality of the Confederate organizations in Rich-

mond was unbounded to the delegates to this memorial 
association meetings, beautiful luncheons were served both 
days of the meetings, carriages and other courtesies were at 
the disposal of the delegates, and the meeting was marked 
by a brilliancy and harmony which was most enthusing and 
encouraging. | 

The Memorial Association of Petersburg provided a de- 
lightful aftermath to the convention by entertaining the 
entire convention at luncheon in Petersburg, Va., on June 
4th, and conducting memorial services in old Blanford 
Church in the afternoon of that day. M. B. P.
